Immediate aim of the drive is to 
collect sufficient funds to create "at 
least one all-expense alumni scholar- 
ship of from $600 to $808 a year for 
a four-year term." This will necessi-

Veteran's Standards 
High, Says Dr. Seay 

"In some institutions the standard 
of work is dropping as percentage of 
veterans drop." Dr. Maurice F. Seav. 
dean of the University said, on re- 
turning from a conference of the 
Association of Deans of Summer 
Sessions held last week at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

All members of the conference 
were in agreement- that the vet- 
eran's "better" work was "keepmg 
standards up." he added. 

Thirty-nine institutions were rep- 
resented at the conference wherein 
their representatives discussed some 
71 qustions which they had previ- 
ously submitted. No speeches were 
made during the conference. 

The conference found both per- 
centage and actual number of girl 
students have diminished as in- 
stitutions attempt to indiscriminate- 
ly serve the veterans. Dr. Seay 
averred; and. regarding the G. L 
Bill, he stated the conference was 
of the opinion that it would be ex- 
tended and the amounts increased 

The deans predicted a levelling- 
off of increased enrollments, due to 
veterans, by 1950. and a suspension 
of accelerated academic programs.

Martin Addresses 
Southern Economic 
Meeting In Atlanta 

A probability that the federal 
government may decide against fur- 
ther increases or even reduce its 
monetary aid to state and 
governments for education 
other "so-called state 

voiced Saturday by James W. 
Martin, director of the University 
bureau of business research, in an 
address before the Southern Eco- 
nomic Association in Atlanta. 

Analyzing the effect of the war 
period on state and local taxation 
in the southeastern states. Prof. 
Martin declared that examination 
of tax structures may prove doubly 
important "if. as now seems prob- 
able, the federal government, not 
only declines to assume added fi- 
nancial responsibilities for educa- 
tion, conservation and other so- 
called state functions, but also actu 
ally reduces its contril 
years." 

Declining Tax Yields 

The most significant result of the 
war for southeastern tax revenues 
is a demoralized tax administration, 
which has led to declining tax yields, 
he explained. Inadequate assess- 
ment personnel methods and the 
"patheticallly low" assessor pay are 
producing a critical revenue problem 
for local governments throughout 
the southeastern states, he said.

I>ast year President H. L. Dono- 
van made a trip to Washington to 
get permission from the War Pro- 
duction Board to extend the present 
stand.; so that the North stands 
would be flush with the sidewalk on 
Euclid Avenue. The WPB approved 
the project a few days before the 
aseicv went out of operation. 

Since then the football followers 
and the student body have increased, 
to such an extent that there is 
some question as to whether there is 
enough room for a sufficient expan- 
sion of seating space around S'oll 
field.

Fjb bodied here is the essence of a problem 
forever facing society, and in particular, a pub- 
Inaiion. The bottomless pit of rumors circulate 
round and round weekly on the University cam- 
pus. Hie majority ol them, of course, do little 
haim, but there are some which do. 

If true (the fails are nor ascertainable because 
the meeting was a ilosed one, and information 
tould onlv have been obtained through a breach 
ol lonlidc nit: thus the kernel cannot confirm 
or deny this minor), the charges are serious for 
two reasons: 

1. Rtitnor-inongi ring — reporting rumor or 
opinion as hut — is a dangerous and harmful 
pl an it e. Such < barges should be backed by 
proof before a statement of such gravity should 
be made. 

2. Even if a si ink in did bold, rightly <>r wrong- 
ly, ideologiial beliels dillering from the majority 



on the campus, it should' nut enter into his or 
her acceptance into an organization which is 
based on scholarship and concrete accomplish- 
ments as a leader. 

We present this to the students as an example 
of the serious consequences of personal opinion 
or gossip growing into- fact, and being presented 
as Mich. 

We also observe that if petty name-calling 
has been resorted to in the first case-, the letter as 
a reply is not without error itself. 

The kernel makes an effort to print facts, to 
prevent your paper from l>etoming a rumor-fat 
tory. Therefore, because we have no access to 
the minutes of the mentioned meeting, and such 
loniment, if true, may have not l>ecn included 
anyway, this individual case must rest as it is. 
The accused student may prove to his fellow stu- 
dents through anions that such a charge, if lev- 
eled, is unfounded. 

If you as a student body would attempt to be 
as careful and discriminating in what you gossip 
alxmt (K'ople you know, as a newspaper must be 
aliottt what it prints, such scares would not begin. 
Be accurate.' know that you are speaking the 
whole truth. Be fair in your judgment. Rumor 
substitutes prejudice for reason. If this keeps 
up, YOU might be ne\i!

A letter deserving immediate anil direct dis- 
cussion tame to the Editor of the kei ni l ibis 
week from iwo irate students. They asseit that 
in a recent doped nieeiing at whith outstanding 
students wen stinted for an additional honor. 
I prison under consideration vvas rejected be- 
taiist a fellow student and "Iricnd" maintained 
that he was a Communist. For further com 
mcnt, the Kernel quotes, in part, the letter: 

"The student in question is not a Communist, of 
course. He is merely one of the better-known of the 
Mr. i victims of the current campus witch-hunt, lately 
given impetus by the Red- Resolution of the Student 
Government Association. This resolution, by the way. 
yeents to have gotten through the governing body with 
a minimum of discussion and with no recognizable 
plan as to how students must identify Communists 
cr just what action would be taken by SGA if a Com- 
munist were discovered. 



"Wo realize, of course, that the abov 
are certain to be construed by some as a defense of 
Communism. It is not. 

"The student act-used carefully considered the accu- 
sation and decided not to bring slander charges la 
perfectly legal procedure under recently enacted laws) 
against the accusers for reasons set forth here: 

-111 The accusing students are obviously laboring 
under the illusion that branding anything or anybody 
they don't like as "radical" or "Communist" is very 
patriotic. It is a very unpatriotic thing because Com- 
munists thrive on persecution and enjoy being con- 
fused in the l .S. with their hated enemies, namely, 
people who believe in social change by the maxi-num 
application of the democratic process. Perhaps, when 
the accusers and their ilk grow older, and some degree 
of reason returns to those who arc searching for scape- 
goats, they will have I pardon the expression) red 
faces. You understand, like so many Americans had 
after the indiscriminate smearing orgies following 
World War I: or like the Puritans had when they 
finally realized that those they burned at the sU'ir 
were not, after all, really witches. 

"No, a trial would be bad right now because, (2) 
the accused feels that, in this time of political stress 
and strain, great harm might be done to the I niver- 
sity if the issue were
